Los Angeles advised its indices are negative 
regarding the book, the author and the printer. The book was furnished the Bureau for 
information and need not be returned to Los Angeles. 

REVIEW OF BOOK: 

This is a purely political booklet allegedly written to expose to the general 
members of the Renublican Party > the behind-the-scenes maneuvering of the "kingmakers" 
in the Republican Party. The theme expressed in the book is that these "kingmakers" 
actually choose the Presidential candidates of the Republican Party through their manipu- 
lation of convention delegates rather than the choice being made by regular Republicans 
through their voting in the primaries. Mrs. Schlafly claims that these power politicians 
are not concerned with the retention of the two Party system or of furthering the 
principals of the Republican Party but seek only to serve their own interests and move hys 
and out of the two Parties as their interests dictate. Is
